LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  carcass  "beef 
was  50/-$1.00  higher  at  most  markets.      Cow 
beef   steady  to  $1.00  up.     Veal  prices  were 
uneven,    at  Philadelphia  $4.00  higher,   Wash- 
ington  steady   to  $1.00  lower,    and  other 
centers   steady  to  $1.00  higher.     Lamb  was 
steady  to  $1.50  up,    the  upturn  made   at 
New  York  late  in  the  week;   pork  loins 
steady  to  $2.00  lower;    however,    at  New  York 
$1.00-2.50  higher.      Spareribs  and  Boston 
butts  held   steady,   fresh   skinned  hams   strong 
to  $1.00  higher. 

Choice  and  Prime  kosher  steer  fore- 
quarters  were  50/  higher;  lamb,  veal  and 
calf   steady. 

Despite   a  rather   slow  trade   for  red 
meats,    clearance  was  good  as  supplies  v/ere 
below  normal.

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BOSTON   WOOL   MARKET   REVIEW 


Prices  were  steady  on  all  domestic  wools. 
Trading  on  greasy  domestic  worsted  wools  was 
very  slow  in  the  Boston  wool  market.  Trading 
in  the  domestic  wool  producing  areas  continued 
very  slow. 

Pulled  wools  were  in  fair  demand  with 
supplies  moderate  and  prices  steady.  Domestic 
noils  were  very  slow  and  limited  sales  strong. 

Foreign  wools  were  firm  and  there  was 
good  activity  at  all  primary  markets.  Cables 
from  Australia  indicate  the  market  at  Fremantle 
was  strong  with  most  support  from  Eastern 
Europe  and  the  Continent.  Brisbane  sold  firm 
under  general  competition  by  the  Continent, 
Eastern  Europe  and  Bradford  while  Eastern 
Europe  dominated  at  Melbourne  and  prices  were 
strong.  At  Napier,  New  Zealand,  quotations 
were  firm.  Japan  was  less  active  than  in 
recent  weeks  in  all  areas.  South  African 
wools  sold  firm  with  most  long  wools  2*  higher. 
Reports  from  South  America  showed  price  trends 
strong. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Sales  were  very  limited 
and  steady.  About  a  car'  of  half-blood  fleeces 
moved  at  $1.14-1.15. 

Territory  Wools  -  Sales  volume  was  very 
meager  with  most  spot  activity  on  small  lots 
at  steady  prices. 

Texas  Wools  -  No  sales  of  Texas  wools 
were  reported  this  week. 

Mohair  -  Local  business  was  extremely 
limited". 

Foreign  Wools  -  Turnover  of  foreign 
wools  was  slow  locally.  Quotations  were  firm 
and  in  the  sellers'  favor  in  all  foreign  mar- 
kets. Cabled  reports  at  week's  end  follow 
with  combing  wools  converted  to  clean  U.  S. 
oil-combed  yields  and  short  wools  to  scouring 
yields,  in  bond.

Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  8  selected  North  Central 
States  during  October  1961  totaled  1.3  million  head,  slightly  below  the  number  shipped 
in  during  October  last  year.  Of  the  total  cattle  and  calves  received  in  the."<=  8 
States  during  the  month,   390  thousand  moved  through  public  stockyards  and  910  thous- 
and were  received  direct.  The  direct  movement  was  70  percent  of  the  total  this 
October  compared  with  72  percent  a  year  earlier.  Cattle  and  calves  shipped  into 
these  States  during  July-October  1961  totaled  2.7  million  head,  about  the  same  as  the 
July-October  1960  total. 

October  shipments  cf  stocker  and  feeder  sheep  and  lambs  into  these  8  North 
Central  States  amounted  to  557  thousand  head,  cor-pared  with  616  thousand  head  during 
October  last  year — a  decrease  of  9  percent.  Of  the  total  received  during  October, 
148  thousand  came  through  public  markets  and  409  thousand  were  received  direct.  A 
total  of  1,7  million  head  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep  and  lambs  were  shipped  into 
these  8  States  during  July-October  1961,  down  13  percent  from  the  total  for  July- 
October  1960.
